New ‘Business Communication’ Rule Proposed 


Following a series of discussions 
with the FCC's Private Radio Bureau the 
League has presented the Bureau with a 
letter proposing a restatement of the 
Commission's rules governing permis- 
sible communications in the Amateur 
Radio Service. The letter, sent to the 
Commission January 6, 1992, suggests 
revised language for Section 97.113 of 
the Rules. 

The discussions began early last year 
and involved ARRL officials and the 
staff of the PRB, including its chief, 
Ralph A. Haller. Both sides agreed early 
on that strict interpretations of the cur- 
rent rules were making it difficult or 
impossible for amateurs to conduct their 
traditional public service activities. 

It also was agreed that any clarifica- 
tion or modification of Part97.113 would 
need to leave no doubt about the essence 
of Amateur Radio as a voluntary, non- 
commercial communication service. 

Haller himself told League officials 
that there is good reason for increased 
public service communications by ama- 
teurs — communications which would 
notadversely affect the service but which 
were being stymied by current rules in- 
terpretations. 

Thatis, communications “in the pub- 
lic interest, convenience, and necessity.” 


Change Was Confusing 

The recent, new interpretations of 
Part 97.113 were enabled eight years 
ago by an FCC Order (FCC 83-298, July 
12, 1983) that prohibited business com- 
munications generally and moved the 
definition of business communications 
out of the broader section of the rules on 
third-party traffic. The Order was called 
by the FCC an “interpretative change,” 
but it effectively broadened the term 


“business communications.” 

Although shortly after the Order was 
released Private Radio Burcau Chief 
James McKinney issued a clarification, 
saying “the Order was not intended to 
impose any new restrictions or to cut 
back on what amateur operators have 
legitimately been doing all along,” as 
ume went on FCC actions tended to be 
based more on the Order itself than on 
McKinney's refinement of it. 

By early 1991 the FCC was indicat- 
ing a desire to resolve this lack of clarity 
in the rules; questions from amateurs 
themselves were centered on 
nonemergency public service or personal 
affairs in whicha business entity issome- 
how involved (e.g., ordering a tow truck 
for a disabled motorist or the over-pub- 
licized “ordering a pizza”). 

Three examples define the nature of 
the problem: 

+ An incident in February, 1991, in 
which packet bulletin board operators 
were cited for allowing a message urg- 
ing use of a “900” telephone number to 
proceed through through their BBS; 

+ The Iditerod race in Alaska with its 
on-air discussions about checkpoint re- 
porting, ordering provisions, and so on; 

+ Messages from ARRL members to 
their volunteer ARRL section managers, 
some portions of which might eventu- 
ally appear in QST, and even on-air dis- 
cussions between two or more ARRL 
volunteers conceming (non-commercial) 
organizational matters. 


Remarks Misinterpreted 
In August, 1991, while the ARRL- 
FCC discussions were on-going, PRB 
Chief Haller gave a talk at the ARRL 
national convention in Saginaw, Michi- 
gan. Certain of his remarks were inter- 


preted by others to mean that an allusion 
to “excess capacity” inferred that hams 
had raore frequencies than they ordi- 
narily needed. 

This misinterpretation threatened to 
throw off track the discussions — which 
aimed to clearly restore to amateurs their 
traditional ability to do public service as 
well as personal communications, while 
continuing to prohibit commercial com- 
munications. 

The League’s submission, made in- 
formally and not as a formal request for 
rulemaking, makes clear thatthere should 
be no connection made between the al- 
lowable conduct of public service com- 
munications and amateur band occu- 
pancy or “capacity.” 

“That link is a non-sequitur,” the 
League said. 


New Guidelines Proposed 

The League’s proposal stresses that 
a new rule should “constitute a middle 
ground between removal of all rules 
governing business communications, and 
the present interpretational status of sec- 
tion 97.113. It provides the flexibility 
(the League believes) to allow an ama- 
teur to better determine for himself or 
herself whether a particular public ser- 
vice project is reasonable or not than is 
possible under the present rules, as long 
as certain basic prohibitions are cov- 
ered.” 

The League's proposal — after dis- 
cussions with the Commission — has 
four premises: 

+ Communications in exchange for 
compensation are prohibited; 

+ Communications for the benefit of 
one’s employer are prohibited; 

+ Communications in which the con- 
trol operator or licensee have a pecuni-

ary interest are prohibited; 

+ The Amateur Radio service shall not be regularly substi- 
tuted for other licensed radio services. 

Here is the ARRL’s proposed restatement of FCC Rules 
Part 97.113: 

(a) An amateur station shall not transmit: 

(1) Communications for hire or for material compensation, 
direct or indirect, paid or promised, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in these rule; 

(2) Communications in which the station licensee or con- 
trol operator have a pecuniary interest, including communica- 
tions on behalf of an employer. Amateur operators may, how- 
ever, notify other amateurs of the availability for sale or trade, 
of apparatus normally used in an amateur station, provided that 
such activity is not conducted on a regular basis; 

(3) Music; Communications intended to facilitate a crimi- 
nal act; Messages in codes or ciphers intended to obscure the 
meaning thereof, except as otherwise provided herein; Oh- 
at an educational institution. 

(d) The control operator of a club station may accept 
compensation for the periods of time when the station is 
transmitting telegraphy practice or information bulletins, 
provided that the station transmits such telegraphy practice 
and bulletins for at least 40 hours per week; schedules 
operations on at least six amateur service MF and HF bands 
using reasonable measures to maximize coverage, where 
the schedule of normal operating times and frequencies is 
published at least 30 days in advance of the actual transmis- 
sions, and where the control operator does not accept any 
direct or indirect compensation for any other service as a 
control operator. 

(e) No amateur station shall retransmit programs or signals 
emanating from any type of radio station other than an amateur 
station, except propagation and weather forecast information 
originating from United States government stations, andcommu- 
nications originating on United States Government frequencies 
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scene, indecent or profane words or language; or false or 
deceptive messages, signals or identification; 

(4) Communications, on a regular basis, which could reason- 
ably be furnished alternatively through other radio services; 

(b) An amateur station shall not engage in any form of 
broadcasting, nor may an amateur station transmit one-way 
communication except as specifically provided in these 
rules; nor shall an amateur station engage in any activity 
related to program production or newsgathering for broad- 
casting purposes, except that communications directly re- 
lated to the immediate safety of human life or the protection 
of property may be provided by amateur stations to broad- 
casters for dissemination to the public where no other means 
of communication is reasonably available before or at the 
time of the event. 

(c) Acontrol operator may accept compensation as an incident 
of a teaching position during periods of time when an amateur 
station is used by that teacher as part of classroom instruction 
between a space shuttle and its associated Earth stations. Prior 
approval for shuttle retransmission must be obtained from the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration. Such 
retransmissions must be for the exclusive use of amateur opera- 
tors. Propagation, weather forecast, and shuttle retransmissions 
may not be conducted on a regular basis, but only occasionally, as 
an incident of normal amateur radio communications. 

(f) No amateur station, except in auxiliary, repeater or 
space operation, may automatically retransmit the radio sig- 
nals of other amateur stations. 

Any rule making to liberalize amateur public service com- 
munication will have to be the subject of a Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making (NPRM) in accordance with the Administrative 
Procedure Act, which requires “Notice and Comment.” All 
interested parties would have opportunity to submit their views 
during the process. 

The League's ultimate position will of course be subject to 
refinement in consideration of further input from its members.

NOVICES/TECHNICIANS: Can you link to the 2M Ester Dome repeater with 
223.28/224.88 Mhz for an emergency? Are your extra batteries kept charged? Can you use 
your car battery? 


TECHNICIANS/GENERAL and up: Do you have full capability for local area 
VHF/UHF repeaters, with emergency/battery power, and with adequate power and anten- 
nas for simplex operation? 


GENERALS and up: Do you have full capability on 2 meters and on the HF net 
frequencies likely to be used in emergencies: 3.920 Mhz; 3.933 Mhz; 7.090 Mhz; 14.292 
Mhz; 28.4 Mhz? 


SUPERTECHS/ENGINEERS: If you’re a good technician/engineer and will be 
needed to keep emergency equipment on the air, do you have a compact set of tools and 
mini-size test equipment that doesn’t need 120 v.a.c., and can all be quickly with you in a car 
/truck/boat/airplane/helicopter/dogsled? (Don’t forget an HT or other rig!) 


EVERYBODY: Do you know what an emergency is? The FCC says: "Any 
Amateur Radio communication directly relating to the immediate safety of life of individu- 
als or the immediate protection of property." 


WHAT HANDLING OF THIS MESSAGE?: "{To:] John Doe, 2226 Airport 
Road. [Text:] Are you alive? [Signed:] Mother in Chicago." Remember: Everyone in a 
disaster area has a concerned relative somewhere trying to get through (health & welfare 
message). While important, that’s not the same as a message about routing needed medical 
supplies, or providing food or evacuating the injured, ill or endangered, or relaying a mes- 
sage from the President to the Governor Tontonit or emergency message). 


WHAT’S LEGAL IN AN EMERGENCY? Within reason, quite a lot. See 
"Emergency Communications: Is It Legal?", by WA6AOD, in the October ’88 QST, pp. 54- 
58 and The FCC Rule Book (ARRL Pub.).
